sumers’ league, — the Soeeantatlan 


Which forced the estadlishment of a 
public market in this city, plans were 
laid for the future and arrangements 
made to greatly increase the scope of 
the league's work on behalf of the 
housewives of Calgary, 

While members of the league are 
more than satisfled with the result of 
their efforts in bringing producer and 
consumer together in the public mar- 
ket, they are ‘by no means disposed to 
sit idly by and rest on their Jaurels. 
The officers of the leagrne are van ener- 
gelic band of women, and are now 
planning to tackle other problems. 

The league now proposes to axitate 
for a Jaw which will compel the pub- 
lication of the: ingredients: of: package 
foodstuffs. Says the president: 

“When we buy our cereals today, 
how, do,we know whether we are buy- 


ing extravagantly or the reverse? 
Whell we buy — so-called) extracted 


honey, what. assurance have we that 
it was not eoncocted in the rear of 
some grocery store from. which we 
buy? We want laws for the pub- 
lication of the contents of canned 
goods. , 

“We will try to educate women to 
buy supplies of eggs and butter when 
the cost is lowest, and to ‘become 
adept al the art of storing them for 
Winter use.’ 

At the meeting it was clearly shewn 
that il is not the purpose of the Con- 
sumers’ League lo beeome a eo-opera- 
live instibution, IL-was ‘announced 
that two British Columbia fruit: grow- 
ing organizations had made advanees 
of this nature to the league; in other 
words, they were looking for a co- 
operative market for their produet. 
The women who direct the league's 
affairs decided against — this plan, 
coming to the conelusion ‘that the 
organization had a mueh greater and 
Wider work in front of it) than — the 
mere securing of cheap food for its 
own members. 

As these women see the Jeague’s 8 
mission, it is an organization whieh 
Will show the way ‘towards cheaper 
and better living to all people.

Saskatoon, Sask,, Oct. 4.—The first 
meeting iff western “Canada of the jen- 
eral meeting in western Ganada of the 
general synod of the missionary society

Giants and White Sox World 


Ted Sullivan, Who is to Manage Trip, Tells of Preparations 


Being Made and of Previous World Tours 


Ted Sullivan, who is to manage the 
world’s tour of the Chicago White Sox 
and New York Giants, has the follow- 
ing to say regarding the big trip: 

Foreign countries have been visited 
twice by major league’ ball clubs in 
the past. The first trip was made in 
1874, by the Boston and Philadelphia 
Athletics of the National: League, Mr. 
A. G. Spalding crossed over to Eng- 
Jand in. the winter of that year and 
made all arrangements for the trip cf 
the two clubs. This trip of the ball 
players was made to Great Britain 
only, and their fine- physical appear- 
ance and gentlemenly ~deportment 
while in England made’ a great im- 
pression on the ISnglish people. 
second trip to foreign lands took place 
in November, of 1888, The teams were 
composed - of the Chicago National 
League club under the presidency of 
A. G. Spalding and captainship of 
A.C, Anson, and the team to oppose 
them on the trip were players that 
were selected from the National Lea- 
sue and American Assoclation by 
John M. Ward. This was an around 
the world trip, going by the way of 
Australia, and home by the way of 
Great Britain. In the last six years, 
Mr. John MeGraw, of the New York 
Giants, and Charles Comiskey, presi- 
dent ‘of the Chicago White Sox, had.in 
thefr mind the plan of touring the 
world, and duplicating the trip of 
Spalding, and they have now decided 
to do it—to do it on a grander scale, 
taking in on this trip Japan, China and 
the Phillipines, After Australia, they 
go on through the Suez Canal, then on

England, Treland and Scotland. 

The present trip plan was consum- 
mated last January when Mr. McGraw 
was in Chicago. He then met Mr. 
Comiskey, and after a consultation the 
machinery was put into action. Mr. 
Richard Bonell was recommended to 
Mr. Comiskey and McGraw, as a gent- 
leman that had piloted Chataqua and 
Sunday School parties around the 
world. Arrangements were made with 
him to go ahead and arrange all de- 
tails for the tourists in forelgn coun-

claimed not to have been consulted in this 
arrangement and held up its 25 per cent.

1, COBB 10 WRITE 
OF WORLDS SERits 


Has Atranged to Syndicate 
Stories of Big Match Re- 
gardless of Rulings, 


Tyrus Raymond Cobb, of Augusta, 
Gu, is going to write stories of the 
forthcoming World's Series, regardless 
of what the unwritten or the written 
rules of baseball may have to say on 
the matter. He will write them him- 
self and wit syndicate them, as he has 
done for the last three World's Series. 
While playing at Boston with the De- 
troit Tigers jast week he told the base- 
ball writer of the Boston Traveler 
that he does not approve of allowing 
the players on a team in the World's 
Series the privilege of writing up the 
games during the progress of the 
series, but added that the magnates of 
big league baseball would hardly be 
justified in curtailing a man’s personal 
Ilberty after he had finished the year 
in big league baseball by restraining 
him ‘from. writing stories of the 
World's Serles and selling them to 
whatever papers wanted to use them. 
“T have always written my own 
stories,” said Cobb, ‘and belleve that 
any fellow who has. been in the game 
any length: of time, and who has 
ordinary intelligence, can write stories 
and write them so that the public can 
understand them, I do not see what 
right the ,pmagnates of baseball have 
to say to me, when Detroit is through 
playing league ball for the season, that 
I have no right to write stories of the 
game and to sell them under my name. 
I don’t believe it Is right for players to 
sell the use of their names for a story 
which they did not write. For the last 
three years I have been successful in 
picking the principals in the World's 
Series, and, ftirthermore, I haye man- 
aged to pick the winner of the series. 
Of course, I believe that a player ought 
to know the teams of his own league 
pretty well. The Athletics will win 
the World's Series, in my estimation, 
and they will beat the Giants and not 
the Philles in becoming world’s cham- 
pions. Just at present the Athletics 
are apparently weak in the pitching 
department, But Connie Mack has 
never yet entered a World's Series

Advantage in Passing the Ball 

In striking contrast to this method 
of. preventing a team from scoring 
would be the sure, safe method of} 
throwing the ball out of bounds thirty | 
or forty yards down the fleld. Even 
if the wind was blowing against the 
oval the passer would get more dis- 
tance to his throw than a kicker, for 
the simple reason that the ball is 
thrown In a spiral fashion, thus al- 
lowing the ball to bore through the 
alr and with a dcpiite direction, The 
defensive team has “ho chance of re- 
eciving a free trial at the goal and 
there is no chance of the catcher run- 
ning the ball back any distance. 

This play was used sparingly last 
season, especially in the early stages.
